While the City will continue to enhance and expand our 
recreational and cultural offerings, under no 
circumstances will the City of Newark tolerate the 
disrespectful, irresponsible, lawlessness and endangering 


of lives from auto theft criminals. 


We will not accept the falsehood of poverty and "nothing 
to do" as an excuse for a lifestyle of crime, drugs and 
auto theft. Juvenile offenders and parents must be held 


accountable for their actions. 


We must end a dangerous, permissive and self-destructive 
belief by some that it’s all right for our kids to steal 
cars and risk lives in the disguise of recreation or as 


a new sport. 


Moreover, the press should stop glorifying the 
perpetrators of crime and start focusing on the cost to 
society in terms of lives lost, injuries, property damage 
and fiscal hardships for the victims. Or, how about 
writing about the urban achievers (see the Yasin single 


parent family results in a drug infested neighborhood). 
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The City using its controlled pursuit policies continues 
to make a significant number of arrests only to see a 
permissive judicial system downgrade auto theft to a 


misdemeanor with no house arrest or prison term.

in possession of a dangerous weapon and treated as a 


felon. 


I call upon the entire community to serve as а positive 
role model in calling for more parental guidance, the 
teaching of morality in our schools and becoming

Recently an article in the Newark Star Ledger caught my 
attention. The piece focused on Newark’s auto theft situation, 
the fact that it has reached crisis proportions, and possible 
solutions to the problem. I was delighted to learn that finally 
our Mayor and Essex Law Enforcement Officials are acknowledging 
this epidemic and becoming increasingly proactive towards 
devising tough and effective solutions. 


What I found alarming though were a few of the proposed 
solutions. We are all aware of the crisis. All of us are 
victims and we certainly share the same burden. The impact of 
auto theft not only affects residents of Newark or owners of 
automobiles, it affects the entire citizenry. An individual who 
conjures up the desire and steals an automobile subjects us to 
injury, various economic losses, and death. 


An assessment of the proposals being put forth, reveals an 
attempt by the Mayor and Essex Officials to perform an analysis 
of the crisis. Whether in depth or superficial, this situation 
needs no analysis. The bottom line is as follows; auto thieves 
and the criminals that they are, cost us millions of dollars 
each year in lost productivity, higher premiums, emotional 
distress, and lost of lives. We need tough, comprehensive, and 
immediate solutions that will deter criminals and put them 
behind bars. How about mandatory jail sentences for first time 
offenders along with community service (30 DAYS IN JAIL) and a 
$5,000.00 fine ? For repeat offenders it should be a minimum of 
90 DAYS IN JAIL (MANDATORY), community service, and а $10,000.00 
fine. 


We have a responsibility not only to the citizenry, but also to 
our law enforcement officers. Too often they have been faced 
with the danger and burden of arresting a juvenile in a stolen 
auto at 9pm, only to discover that same individual in another 
stolen auto at 2am. What are we to do ? We are not able to 
chase and apprehend them ? They Kill innocent people. We 
cannot jail them ? They RAM our POLICE OFICERS, yet when these 
same delinquent juveniles are injured or killed its coined 
police brutality, racism, cover-up, an injustice ? 


The true injustice can be found in the lawlessness these 
juveniles inflict upon us in the most blatant manner, without 
regard for life. 


I am confused as to what is meant by the Mayor calling for a 
"full private-public partnership against auto theft". Are we 
the citizenry to now park our autos in our living room ? We 
already spend hundreds of millions of dollars each year on auto 


security. Factory installation of anti-theft devices ? It is 
not a matter of us not protecting our automobiles. Please, not 
another mandatory device. This will only serve to increase 


prices to us consumers. 


How much of an impact do you really think educational videos 
will have on the present crisis ? I can assure you that many of 
these car thieves will not be available to view these material. 
Why ? Its simple. They will be in the streets, not in school, 
stealing your automobile and mine. Lets leave the school board 


out of this dilemma. Our schools are over-burdened, overworked, 
lacking in resources, and school professionals are poorly. 
compensated. Once again, not another burden on our educational 
systen. Stop the rhetoric, lets attack the problem and do it 
now. 


Let us pursue the idea of holding parents accountable for their 


child's excessive delinquent actions. The suspension of driving 
privileges for however many years and the idea of house arrest 
for juveniles is absolutely ridiculous. How ineffective and 


inappropriate of a solution. 


We all agree that we should work together in elevating auto 
theft to a second degree offense with mandatory prison term. 
This should be the primary focus of the Mayor and Essex 
Officials. lets create not just a task force but a 
revolutionary force to eliminate this epidemic, jail and punish 
the delinquents, hold parents accountable, and deter potential 
car thieves. 


Mr. Mayor, I am angered by the present state of affairs. I 
applaud the excellent job you have done in recent years 
throughout the city of Newark. Through intelligence, courage, 
and perseverance, you have breathe new life again into a once 
dying city. Lets protect Newark’s Renaissance. It would be an 
utter disgrace to lose our accomplishments and progressive 
momentum aS a result of our failure to act immediately and 
effectively.

Kids are kids and always will be. They learn from adults - all 
adults - retaining only what they want to retain, not necessarily 
what they should retain. Kids are ten times badder than you, ten 
times stronger than you, ten times wicked and ten times tougher. 


Kids didn’t learn auto theft from their peers, they learned from 
adults. They learned all elements of crime from adults. Our 
challenge, as adults, is to teach kids not to commit crime and find 
a solution to the popularity of car theft. 


Talk is cheap. Adults need to put the fear of stealing a car into 
a child's mind. How? Shooting and killing a car thief is not the 
answer. Kids will simply think "He has to catch me first!" Holding 
parents responsible is not the answer. Some kids don't have 
parents. Some of those parents may be drunks, bums, drug abusers, 
jobless and/or homeless. And most of all, some parents can’t do a 
damn thing with the child. The best idea is not a boot camp where 
these auto thieves can.compare and swap stories bragging of how 
they made the police look silly. 


I say put the kids who chose to steal cars to work in the community 
with balls and chains on their feet, brooms and shovels in hand and 
a garbage dumpster close by. Place them in a hands on technical 
school that specializes in auto repair so they can repair what they 
damage. Or sentence them to demolition and construction in vacant, 
condemned and burned out buildings and call it "Corrective 
Community Service under Supervision."

Thank you for your letter of July 20 regarding car thefts at The Newark 
Museum. I am glad you consider that this situation is as serious as I 
do. Any information involving car theft here travels widely and 
tarnishes the image of the City that we are all trying so hard to 
correct. 


As I indicated in my letter to you, we are pursuing the fencing of our 
parking lot and other physical improvements, although this will take 
some time, as well as money which the Museum does not have in the 
present economic climate. 


Im the meantime, we think it important to bring to your attention the 
fact that the renewed increase of car thefts at the Museum has 
paralleled a decrease in the police visibility im this area. Formerly, 
there were walking patrols and mounted officers who were very much a 
part of the daily life in this neighborhood. There were also motorcycle 
officers present. It is unclear to me why the police presence would be 
reduced in such an important part of the City where the Museum, the 
Public Library and businesses such as First Fidelity and New Jersey Bell 
all attract thousands of visitors daily. Can this vital police presence 
be restored? 


We will certainly keep you updated on our progress, and will schedule a 
meeting with Glenn Grant as soon as we know the cost of redesigning the 
parking lot.

Dear Mayor James, 


I just wanted to let you in on the bizarre turn of events 
surrounding my stolen car from the city parking lot. The car 
was recovered and is being repaired by Toyota in Springfield. 


On the 24th of July, five days after the car was stolen, I 
received a call at 2:10 a.m. from the Jersey City Police informing 
me that they had recovered my car which was at the Juvenile 
Bureau. 


We arrived about 3:30 a.m. and there was my car with different 
license plates, all the windows and the sky roof wide open. 
The electric doors were all out of sync, the entire ignition 
mechanism was missing, the brakes were just about gone, etc. 
Everything I had in the car was stolen. 


The police patrol spotted the car with five juveniles riding 
along. The kids sped away the minute they saw the police. There 
was a chase through the streets of Jersey City. The car came 
to a halt when they tried to mount a high curb/driveway and hit 
it with a mighty force. The occupants fled in separate directions 
and the 14 year old young lady in the front passenger seat tried 
to flee as well. She tripped and fell and the police car in 
hot pursuit on the kids almost ran over her. She was the only 
one they captured. Т shudder to think of that possible tragedy. 


As they cuffed her and put her in the patrol car, a gathering 
of locals assembled and questioned the police as to why, what 
did she do, where are you taking her, etc. They tried to rescue 
her from the police car and gave the cops cause to call for re- 
inforcements and back-up to come to the scene. 


Along comes the girl's adult sister who tried to drag her from 
the police car and there was a real confrontation with the police. 
They wrestled her to the ground, cuffed her and put her in a 
separate patrol car. 


The police showed my husband the markings where the door frame 
was bent by the forceful kicks of the adult sister who was trying 
to escape. 


After signing the necessary papers, we left Jersey City about 
4:30 in the a.m. 


I've been in contact with the prosecutor's office and they will 
let me know when the hearing will take place. 


Everyone has been very cooperative, the Newark Police and 
especially the Jersey City police and all involved except the 
Con-Sec Security people from Kearny whose security man left the 
parking gates wide open and went to lunch - that was the beginning 
of this entire episode.
